abando ned cable statio n a t the entrance 
to the o u ter harbo r o f G u antanam o , has 
been eng ag ed in beating o ff a bu sh at­ 
tack by Spanish g u errillas and reg u lars 
since 3 o ’clo ck Satu rday afterno o n. The 
fig hting was alm o st co ntinu o u s fo r 
1 3 
ho u rs u ntil 6 o ’clo ck this mo rning , 
when reinfo rcem ents w ere landed fro m 
the M arblehead. 
Fo u r o f o u r m en w ere killed and o ne 
wo u nded. 
The adv ance pickets u nder 
Lieu tenants Nev ille and Shaw are u n- 
accx)u nted fo r. 
Amo ng the killed is Assistant Su r­ 
g eo n Jo hn Blair Gibbs, so n o f Majo r 
Gibbs o f the reg u lar arm y, who fell in 
the Cu ster massacre. 
His ho me was at 
Riclimo nd, Va., bu t he has been prac­ 
ticing in New Yo rk and he entered the 
serv ice since the w ar beg u n. 
He was a 
v ery po pu lar o fficer. 
The o thers killed 
are 
Serg eant Charles H. Sm ith o f 
Smallwo o d, Priv ate W illiam Du npUyo f 
Glo u cester, Mass., and Priv ate Jam es 
M(K3o lg an o f Sto neham , Mass. 
Co rpo ral 
Glass 
w as 
accidentally 
wo u nded in the head. 
The Spanish lo ss is u nkno w n, bu t it 
was pro bably co nsiderable. The splash­ 
es o f blo o d fo u nd at daylig ht at the po ­ 
sitio n s the Spaniards o ccu pied indicate 
fatalities, bnt their co mrades carried o ff 
the killed and wo u nded. 
The eng ag em ent beg an w ith desu l­ 
to ry firing at the pickets, 1,000 yards 
inland fro m the camp. 
Captain Spi­ 
cer’s co mpany was do ing g u ard du ty 
and was driv en in, finally rallying in 
the camp and repu lsing the enemy at 
C o ’clo ck. 
The bo dies o f Priv ates Mc- 
Oo lg an and D u nphy were fo u nd, bo th 
sho t in the *head. 
The larg e cav ities 
cau sed by the bu llets, w hich inside a 
rang e o f 5 0 0 yards hav e a ro tary mo tio n, 
indicate th a t the v ictim s were killed at 
clo se rang e. 
The new 12-po u nd field g u ns, w hich 
o iu ^d no t be u sed du ring the nig ht fo r 
fear o f h itting o u r o wn men, ¿shelled 
sev eral squ ads o f Spaniards after day­ 
lig ht. 
They do v e into th e bu shes like 
prairie do g s into bu rro w s as the shells 
bro ke o v er them in the g ray dawn. 
Lieu tenant Co lo nel H u nting to n and 
Majo r Co ckrell g av e hig h praise to the 
nerv e and the steadiness o f o fficers and 
men, especially the yo u g o nes, as the 
eng ag ement was a baptism o f fire fo r a 
larg e m ajo rity. 
The m en w ere in dark­ 
ness and in a strang e land, bu t they 
sto o d to their po sts. 
To day the am plest precau tio ns hav e 
been taken, and, as the Dau ntless was 
leav ing , reinfo rcem ents were landed 
fro m the M arblehead.

term inu s o f the EYench cable to Haiti. 
The apparatu s in the o ffice at the har­ 
bo r m o u th was wrecked by a shell, bu t 
the cable stpamer Adria has instru ­ 
m ents and o perato rs abo ard, and direct 
co mmu nicatio n w ith W ashing to n will 
so o n be established. 
The distano e o v er­ 
land to Santiag o , aro u nd the bay, it 
abo u t 6 0 miles, and the ro ads hav e been 
rendered 
in^ s s ible by the Ou bau t 
u nder Pedro rerez. 
The First div isio n o f Cu ban arm y is 
said to hav e 4 ,0 0 0 men, bu t these fig u res 
pro bably o v er-estimated. The Cu bans 
believ e that there are abo u t 3 ,5 0 0 so l­ 
diers in the v icinity o f Caimau era, 
which lies at the entrance to the inner 
harbo r. 
Gu antanam o is inland abo u t 
1 5 miles. 
The two harbo rs are co n­ 
nected by a narro w channel. U is the 
o u ter harbo r which Admiral Sampso n 
no w ho lds w ith the Marbleherd, the 
Yo sem iteau d the Vixen, and w ith a 
battalio n o f marines o n the crest o f a 
blnnt-to pped 
eminence 
co mmanding 
the entrance o n the western side. 
In 
the inner harbo r are two small Span­ 
ish g u nbo ats and at Caitu anera there is 
a battery. 
An expeditio n o f three steam lu nches, 
o fficered by Lieu tenant No rman, En­ 
sig n Eu stis, so n o f Mr. Jam es D. 
Eu stis, fo rmer United States ambassa­ 
do r to France, and 
Cadet G. Van 
Ordo n, u nder the g eneral co mmand o f 
Lieu tenant Anderso n o f the cru iser 
Marblehead, last 
nig ht, drag g ed fo r 
mines, bu t fo u nd no ne. 
Lieu tenant 
Anderso n, who disting u ished himself 
at Cienfu eg o s, pu lled a ding y w ithin 5 0 
yards o f the lo rt w itho u t being dis­ 
co v ered. 
He fo u nd the fo rt to co nsist 
o f maso nry, w ith thret) g u ns nto u u ted 
seaward. 
Ju dg ing fro m the panic in which the 
Spaniards fled fro m the v illag e o f hYsh- 
erm au ’s Po int, t h ^ will scatter at the 
first appro ach. 
They left at Fisher­ 
m an’s Po int three antiqu ated ho wit­ 
zers, sev eral case» o f ammu nitio n, shell 
and canister, so me Mau ser rifles and a 
re^m ental flag o f the Infau to ria del 
Pnncipe No . 3. 
Ev ery precau tio n has been taken to 
g u ard the men fro m disease. 
All the 
hu ts in the lo cality hav e been razed, 
larg e casks o f Spanish wine hav e been 
smashed, two wells hav e been bo arded 
u p and all the drinking water u sed is 
su pplied fro m the fleet. 
The m arines 
are well eciu iped fo r the campaig n. 
The camp will pro bably be named 
Camp McCalla, after the co mmander o f 
the Marblehead, who is indefatig able 
and has no t remo v ed his clo thing since 
the bo mbardment. 
The British steamer Newfo u ndland 
o f Mo ntreal, with a g eneral carg o fro m 
Halifax, steamed into the harbo r. 
Her 
co mmander was g reatly su rprised at the 
presence o f the Americans, bu t he re­ 
tained eno u g h co mpo su re to dip his flag 
three times and then started to pu t 
abo u t. A sho t acro ss his bo ws fro m the 
Marblehead sto pped him and the v e^el 
was bo arded, her papers sho wing that 
she was bo u nd fo r Jamaica. The cap­ 
tain explained that he had pu t in to 
j 
see if he co u ld g et a retu rn carg o o f 
su g ar. 
He was info rmed tLat he co u ld 
no t and was then allo wed to pro ceed.

D a u n t l e s s , o f f G u a n t a n a m o , Sunday, 
via Mole St. Nicolas, Haiti, June 12.— 
Lieutenant Colonel R. W . Huntington’s 
lrattalion 
of marines, whioh landed 
from the transport Panther on Friday 
and encamped on the hill guarding the 
abandoned cable station at the entrance 
to the outer harbor of Guantanamo, has 
been engaged in beating off a bush at­ 
tack by Spanish guerrillas and regulars 
since 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon. The 
fighting was almost continuous for 13 
hours until 6 o’clock this morning, 
when reinforcements were landed from 
the Marblehead. 
Four of our men were killed and one 
wounded. 
The advance pickets under 
Lieutenants Neville and Shaw are un­ 
accounted for. 
Among the killed is Assistant Sur­ 
geon John Blair Gibbs, son of Major 
Gibbs of the regular army, who fell in 
the Custer massacre. 
His home was at 
Richmond, Va., but he has been prac­ 
ticing in New York and he entered the 
service since the war begun. 
He was a 
very popular officer. 
The others killed 
are 
Sergeant 
Charles H. Smith of 
Smallwood, Private W illiam Dunptiy of 
Gloucester, Mass., and Private James 
McColgan of Stoneham, Mass. 
Corporal 
Glass 
was 
accidentally 
wounded in the head. 
The Spanish loss is unknown, but it 
was probably considerable. The splash­ 
es of blood found at daylight at the po­ 
sition a the Spaniards occupied indicate 
fatalities, but their comrades carried off 
the killed and wounded. 
The engagement began with desul­ 
tory firing at the pickets, 1,000 yards 
inland from the camp. 
Captain Spi­ 
cer’s company was doing guard duty 
and was driven in, finally rallying in 
the camp and repulsing the enemy at 
Ii o’clock. 
The bodies of Privates Mc­ 
Colgan and Dunphy were found, both 
shot in the head. 
The large cavities 
caused by the bullets, which inside a 
range of 500 yards have a rotary motion, 
indicate that the victims were killed at 
close range. 
The new 12-pound field guns, whioh 
could not be used during the night for 
fear of hitting our own men, .shelled 
several squads of Spaniards after day­ 
light. 
They dove into the bushes like 
prairie dogs into burrows as the shells 
broke over them in the gray dawn. 
Lieutenant Colonel Huntington and 
Major Cockrell gave high praise to the 
nerve and the steadiness of officers and 
men, especially the youg ones, as the 
engagement was a baptism of fire for a 
large majority. 
The men were in dark­ 
ness and in a strange land, but they 
stood to their posts. 
Today the amplest precautions have 
been taken, and, as the Dauntless was 
leaving, reinforcements were landed 
from the Marblehead. 
A stormy time

The debate on the N ew lands resolu­ 
tions, providing for the annexation of 
Hawaii, will continue iii the house this 
week until W ednesday afternoon when, 
at 5 o,clock, a vote is to be taken.

of quickly.

Professor Carl Meyers of Frankfort, 
N. Y., the aeronaut, has invented an 
explosive which he claims is superior to 
any now in use. It involves a new prin­ 
ciple in gun construction.

Meyers calls it “ aerolite.”

Monitors and Torpedo Boat*. 
A monitor is a peculiar battleship, 
laving a low freeboard, light draft and 
fiush deck and guns mounted in heav­ 
ily armored revolving turrets placed on 
the deck. 
A monitor is a floating bat­ 
tery more than a ship and derives its 
name from the first of the class ever 
constructed, which battled with the 
Confederate 
ironclad 
Merrimac 
in 
Hampton Roads. The original Monitor 
was described as resembling a great 
cheesebox oil a plank, but it did valu­ 
able service and revolutionized naval 
warfare. 
Torpedo boats are the racers among 
the war vessels. 
They are swift, small 
craft, designed to launch torpedoes near 
.argo vessels. 
In order to do its work 
iroperly the torpedo boat must go close 
to the object of its destructive designs, 
and having placed the instrum ent of 
destruction in position its next object 
is to get away and out of the reach of 
the enemy. 
A torpedo boat must be 
small, and the men who form its small 
crew must be absolutely fearless. 
A torpedo boat catcher is designed 
expressly to catch or to destroy torpedo 
boats. In order to be fitted for the work 
the boats are larger than the torpedo 
aoats. 
They can make better tim e and 
carry heavier arm am ent—Now York 
Tribune. __________ 


Vicious Bluefish. 
The greatest enemy to the best spe­ 
cies of fish is found in the vicious, vo­ 
racious and dangerous bluefish. 
In size 
ordinarily as long as your ann, w ith 
teeth like barbs, he can snap in halves 
a fish of his own size, and nearly all 
fish stand in mortal dread of him. Gen­ 
erally traveling in schools—sometimes 
as much as five miles in length—they 
w ill in short order decimate a school of 
shad, spot, menhaden or such like. 
In 
his stomach can be found numbers of 
smaller fish, according to size. 
We have opened one which contained 
a trout of almost his own size, while 
another contained a shad nearly as 
large. Still others are found having 
w ithin themselves one or more of their 
own species of smaller size. 
But their 
destructiveness does not end hem 
We 
have seen them behind a school of shad, 
spot or menhaden, and sometimes schools 
of mackerel and cod, snapping aud 
slashing their prey until the water was 
all a foam. They eat until they can hold 
no more, but their viciousness is not 
abated. W ith a snap a shad is sundered 
aud spit out, and the next shares the 
same fate. They never tire, and the fish 
destroyed, but unbeaten, cover the sur­ 
face of the w ater.—Exchange. 


Lore’s Sweet Work.
